U. S. Supreme Court Re- 
verses State Service Com- 
mission and Sends Case 


Back for Adjustment. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10. — The 
Wabash and Rock Island railroads 
were partly successful in the United 
States Supreme Court today in their 
appeal to set aside an order from 
the Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission requiring the Wabash to 
construct a viaduct to carry Del- 
mar boulevard across their tracks 
at St. Louis. 

The decision of the Missouri Su- 
preme Court, upholding the com- 
mission’s order, was reversed, and 
the case was sent back for further 
proceedings under a recent State 
law regulating the clearance’ Qf 
bridges over railroad tracks. 
Decision Further Delays Case Al- 

ready 15 Years Old. 

The decision of the United States 
Supreme Court brings further de- 
lay In a controversy now 15 years 
old. When arguments were heard 
at Washington a month ago, J'ts- 
tices of the Supreme Court were 
deeply interested in what ef ect 
the Missouri law of 1925, declar- 
ing for a 22-foot clearance for vla- 
ducts over railroads, would have 
the Missouri Public Service 
Commission’s order for an 18-foot 
Clearance at the Delmar crossing. 

The Wabgsh had lost its appeal 
to the Missouri Supreme Court 
against the Commission’s' 18-foot 
clearance order, and had filed its 
appeal to the United States 
Supreme Court, when Mayor 
Miller and President Taussig a 
year ago reached a compromise 
agreement by which the viaduct 
was to be built with a 20-foot clear- 
ance, subject to approval of the 
State commission. 

Property owners along the Wa- 
bash right-of-way in the West End 
objected to the 20-foot clearance 
compromise, and the Public Serv- 
ice Commission ruled that it had 
no jurtSdiction to modify its orig- 
inal order for an 18-foot clear- 
ance, Whereupon the compromise 
plan was dropped and the railroad 
proceeded with its appeal in. the 
United States Supreme Court.

| Instead he departed from the

The comntunication, dated Jan. 
8, was made public today by the 
Governor. 

It quotes the certificate, sent 
Vare by registered mail, as fol- 
lows: 

“This is to certify that on the 
face of the returns filed in the ot- 
fice of the secretary of the Com- 
monwealth of the election held on 
the 2d day of November, 1926, W1li- 
lliam 8. Vare appears to have been 
chsoen by the qualified electors of 
the State of Pennsylvania a Sena- 
tor from said State, to represent 
said State in the Senate of the 
United States for the term of six 
years beginning on the 4th day of 
March, 1927.” 

The Governor's letter continues: 

“The form of words customarily 
used for such certificates by the 
'Governors of this Commonwealth 
‘and the form recommended by the 
‘Senate of the United States bot 
include certification that the can- 
didate in question has been ‘duly 
| chosen by the qualified electors’ of 
ithe Commonwealth. 

Thinks Nomination Stolen. 

“I cannot so certify because I do 
rot believe that Mr. Vare hag been 
i'chosen. On the contrary, I am 
convinced, and had repeatedly de- 
-Clared, that his nomination was 
/partly bought and partly stolen. 
and that frauds committeed in his 
interest have tainted both the pri- 
| mary and the general election. But 
/ even if there had been no fraud 
in the election, a man who was not 
‘honestly nominated cannot be 
| honestly entitled to a seat. 

“The stealing of votes for Mr. 
'Vare, and the amount and the 
sources of the money spent in his 
behalf, make it clear to me that 
‘the election returns do not tin fact 
correctly represent the will of the 
sovereign voters of Pennsylvania. 

“I, therefore, have so worded the 
‘certificate required by law that I 
can sign it without distorting the 
truth.”’ so
